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On  January  20,  1940,  a  cheery  flock  of  17 
freshmen  came  stampeding  to  the  corral 
gates  of  West  High.  They  were  cordially 
received  and  decided  to  stay  a  while,  some 
of  them  longer  than  they  expected.  The 
tenderfeet  were  put  in  bunkhouses  operated 
by  Murdoch,  Williams,  Bockstahler,  Snear- 
line,  Schoner,  and  Gulp.  Yes,  they  were  the 
innocent  victims  of  protection  agencies, 
chapel  tickets,  and  elevator  passes,  and  inci- 
dentally, Dick  Gerber  is  still  trying  to  lo- 
cate the  elevator. 

During  their  first  year  at  West  the  foot- 
ball team,  headed  by  their  new  coach,  "Bill" 
Scheidt,  won  the  1940  championship.  Mr. 
Scheidt,  previously  gym  instructor,  suc- 
ceeded Russ  Beichly.  The  Senior  Glee  Club 
won  honors  in  the  state  choral  contest;  the 
girls  were  rated  excellent  while  the  boys 
were  judged  superior,  the  highest  rating 
that  can  be  given. 

Upon  returning  in  the  fall  they  found 
five  new  teachers  added  to  the  faculty :  Miss 
Rose  Crano,  Miss  Grace  Courtney,  Mrs. 
Jeannette  Hoskins,  Mr.  Walter  Lipps,  and 
Mr.  Robert  Mott.  The  Senior  Glee  Club 
presented  "The  Mikado",  a  smash  hit,  under 
the  direction  of  Mrs.  Mary  Hanson.  The 
football  team  was  not  so  successful;  the 
only  bright  spot  was  a  tie  with  South. 

In  the  fall  of  '42  West  High  inaugurated 
the  public  address  system,  whose  fund 
was  started  by  the  graduating  class  of  '41 
and  aided  by  numerous  other  organizations 
and  clubs.  Mr.  Robert  Mott  took  over  when 
Coach  "Bill"  Scheidt  was  called  to  the  colors 
after  spending  ten  years  at  West.  West 
High  received  word  that  West's  first  casu- 
alties in  the  second  World  War  were  Larry 


Vandiver  and  Harold  Summers. 

The  following  fall  the  class,  realizing  that 
the  time  was  drawing  near  to  leave  dear 
old  West,  finally  went  to  work.  They  elect- 
ed Paul  Kariotis  as  class  president,  Charles 
Szeles  as  vice-president,  and  Mary  Louise 
Gross  as  secretary-treasurer.  They  chose 
blue  and  white  as  their  class  colors.  West 
got  a  new  football  coach,  Mr.  Charles  Piot- 
ter.  During  his  first  year  of  coaching  he 
drew  an  All-Ohio  Center  in  Bob  Erben. 

Just  before  the  basketball  season  started, 
basketball  coach  Mott  and  faculty  manager 
of  athletics,  Mr.  David  McCallops,  left  for 
the  armed  services.  However,  West  cagers 
had  quite  a  successful  season,  with  the  re- 
turn of  Paul  Kariotis  after  a  year's  ab- 
sence.   They  won  12  out  of  17  starts. 

When  the  "last  roundup"  came  in  the 
fall  of  1943,  the  Senior  Glee  Club  gave  their 
annual  operetta,  choosing  "Iolanthe",  in 
which  George  Curley,  Dick  Gerber,  and 
Ronald  Butler  took  leading  roles.  Five 
members  of  the  class  were  elected  to  the 
National  lienor  Society:  LaRee  Martin, 
Dick  Gerber,  Ronald  Butler,  Eugene  Bat- 
tels, and  Robert  Riggs.  For  the  second 
time  in  four  years,  West  Cowboy's  football- 
ers won  the  city  championship  and  for  the 
second  successive  year  West  had  the  All 
State  Center ;  this  time  it  was  Floyd  Azar. 

Graduation  for  each  and  everyone  of  us 
is  a  sad  occasion,  even  more  for  the  five 
and  six  year  men  who  have  been  attached 
to  school  so  long;  and  whatever  they  do, 
wherever  they  go,  they  will  always  look 
back  with  joy  on  their  days  at  West.

On  September  9, 1940,  a  group  of  innocent 
freshies  gazed  with  awe  upon  the  portals  of 
West  High  School.  Little  did  anyone  realize 
that  they  were  to  become  one  of  the  most 
distinguished  groups  of  scholars  ever  to 
graduate  from  this  superior  institute  of 
learning — a  class  of  beauty,  brains,  and 
brawn,  the  class  of  June,  1944.  The  class 
first  displayed  its  intelligence  in  9B  when 
thirty-six  of  its  members  made  the  honor 
roll.

Midge  Mettler,  vice-president;  Barbara 
Hanlon,  treasurer ;  and  Marcella  Rosenman, 
secretary.  Thirty-two  of  our  pupils  made 
the  honor  roll.  In  the  spring  of  '42  Chuck 
McManis  was  elected  president  of  the  Junior 
Hi-Y;  Tom  Brennan,  secretary;  Bob  Wag- 
ner, chaplain;  and  Dick  Michelson,  ser- 
geant-at-arms.  Pat  Garrigan  and  Lemoine 
Meyers  attended  the  Hi-Y  Victory  Queen. 
Again  we  were  well  represented  on  the 
honor  roll  by  forty-one  members. 

In  the  fall  of  1942,  the  class  finally  reach- 
ed the  status  of  upper  classmen,  HB's.  The 
Student  Council  elected  Jim  Berk,  president 
and  Bobbie  Powell,  treasurer.  Bob  Wagner, 
Dick  Michelson,  and  Tom  Egan  were  elected 
president,  vice-president,  and  secretary  re- 
spectively of  the  Senior  Hi-Y.  Twenty-six 
made  the  honor  roll.

"Iolanthe."  under  the  direction  of  Mrs. 
Hanson  with  Bob  Wagner,  Jake  Conn,  Tony 
Palazzo,  and  Bobbie  Powell  taking  the 
leads.  Florence  Goldberg,  Ruth  Newman, 
Matthew  Margolis,  Midge  Mettler,  Melanie 
Singer,  Deloris  Lovell,  Bob  Wagner,  Gor- 
don Huber,  Joanne  Weeks,  Homer  Hunsic- 
ker, Doris  Wells,  Dorothy  Vitello,  Catherine 
Barlas.  Dick  Hall,  and  Bobbie  Powell  were 
admitted  to  the  National  Honor  Society. 
Officers  were  Bob  Wagner,  president ;  Bob- 
bie Powell,  vice-president;  and  Ruth  New- 
man, secretary-treasurer.  After  a  brilliant 
struggle  we  reached  our  ultimate  goal — our 
last  semester.  New  members  of  the  Honor 
Society  were  Maxine  Abbott,  Jim  Berk. 
Janet  Cox,  Doris  Dorman,  Caroline  Eman- 
uele,  Margaret  Gulick,  Barbara  Kent,  and 
Joyce  Loeb. 

Anna  Rae  Inman  became  G.  I.  Queen 
and  John  Singer  was  Girl  Reserve 
King.  Jack  Wigley  was  voted  the  most  val- 
uable man  on  the  basketball  team,  and  Jim 
Dew  made  the  All-City  team.  Class  offi- 
cers were  elected — Don  Hatch,  president; 
Bob  Wagner,  vice-president;  Midge  Mettler. 
secretary;  and  Dorothy  Vitello,  treasurer. 

At  this  graduation  time  the  members  of 
the  class  of  June,  1944  are  thinking  more 
seriously  than  ever  before  of  the  future.
